not very well attended. W. Robinso. 
acted as chairman, 

The first report was the health o 
the town which was reported as ver 
satisfactiry There was not one cas 
of an infectious or an contagious di 
sease reported The government san 
itary inspector had not visited th: 
town. The ravine running throug! 
the town had been cleaned out durin 
the summer so that no decaying mat 
ter was laying there to help bree 
disease. 

The sidewalks 


had been repaire 
where needed and many improve 
ments made. Many low places in th 
streets had been filled with earth tak 
en from near the rink. The govern 
ment grader Wad scarified the street 
at a cost of $30, The Board of Trad. 
had again supplied trees in the sprin; 
all of which had been planted. 

The irrigation repvrt was next 
here were a few leaks in the main 
in the spring when the water was firs 
turned on but were fixed up in shor 
order, The system hid given ver 
satisfactory service all season. A lifc 
guard was maintained at the lakc 
during the time the water was ther. 
He looked after the bath house anc 
kept the grounds clean. Trees wer 
alsc' planted there and looked after b 
the public works department durin 
the summer, 

The water works report was nex 
tread by the secretary. A new pum} 
unit had been installed during thi 
year and attached to the old well, I 
was giving such good satisfaction tha 
the old pump motor had been dis 
carded and a new motor for the bi: 
well; obtained. There was a plenti 
ful supply of water available at al 
times. A new building was built ove: 
the old well and is now used as : 
stow room and work shop. Lumbe:. 
fom the old camp house had bee: 
used for this. A survey of the tuw 
water and sewer system iilvi bea 
made by C. C. Planche, and the plan: 
are on file. Rates for water remaii 
the same, ‘with a minimum charge o 
$3 per month, There were 38 user 
and six are not in use, either cut ofi 
or the houses vacant. 

The next report relief and health 
The health of the tuwn had been good 
There were now five people receiving 
old age pensions. There were two met: 
at; Eventide Home during the yea: 
ehargable to the town, and one wa: 
gtill there. There had been five famil- 
‘fes on relief all year. There are now 
nine families on ‘government relief. 
Seven familes are on relief in town 
and tub famlies in Calgary. The 
monthly bill was now $170.00 
The government share is 58 and o 
third while our share is 41 and two 
thirds.: Munroe case is still a debt due 
by the town and the government is de- 
manding payment at the rate of 25 
per cent each year until paid, The 
McDonald and Thorburn hospital bills 
have been arranged for with the City 
of Calgary, $200 paid in 1935 and the 
balance this year. 

Fire report. Some those had been 
bought and the fire hall was well 
looked after and apparatus ready at 
all times, There were only two fires 
during the year, 

Light and power. A new agreement 
had been signed for a period of ten 
years and the terms were abcut the 
vame as the old agreement. If any 
reductions in charges are made else- 
where Gleichen will automatically 
benefit by it. 

The revenue from the dog tax was 
very small! considering the number of 
dogs running around town. It was ex- 
plained that a number of dog vwners 
had agreed to pay ther dog taxes by 
Dec. 31st but had failed tv do so. 

Mayor J. E. Ostrander gave his re- 
port and stated he was disappointed 
at the small crowd who had turned 
«at to the meeting. This was the tax- 
payers meeting and the attendance 
would indicate that either they did 
not care or else they were satisfied 
with the way the town was run, Must 
of what he had to say had been taken 
up in the various reports. During the 
year debenture payments of $2,068,57 
was made on the —s{ystqm. 
This is the only debenture pay- 
ment cutstanding now and there are | 
six more payments to be made. Tax! 


collections had not been as good as in! 


1934. Collections on schoo] account had 
beem poor this year, this was partly ac-

RETARDANT WOOD 
CHEMISTRY’S LATEST 
Coinciding with the statement of 
United States builders and in- 
surance men that the United States 
fire losses for 1935 amounted to 10,- 
000 human lives and cost $245,000,- 
000, comes a repert from the Nation- 
al Board of Fire Underwriters ¢on- 
taining an assurance that there is 
such a thing as fire-retardant wood. 
The wood tested by the Board was 
red oak and maple which had been 


FIRE 


thoroughly and uniformly impreg- 
nated in pressure tanks containing 
ammonium salts, a fireproofng com- 
pound which, it is not only generally 
known, has actualy be procurable in 
Canada ‘fer at least two years. This 
treated wood is almost the same in 
appearance as ordinary wood but is a 
little heavier because of the salt con- 


tent, It is easly tooled and takes 
varnish well. 
The investigators of the board 


tested the treated wood under con- 
ditions that sent untreated walls and 
floors roarng up in flames while the 
treated wood did not burn at all but 
after a long period of exposure to 
the fierce heat was deeply charred, 
Not once, however, did the treated 
wood flame or aid the spread of com- 
bustion. The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters’ final verdict was that 
the wood was non-nflammable,

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The Farm Problem For 1936 


At this time of the year farm owners, farm operators and others inter- 
ested in agricultural production are necessarily giving a great deal of} 
thought and attention to the all-important problem of what to raise and| 
how much to produce during the 1986 season.

Time was when this problem, if it was a problem at all, was a com- 
paratively simple one. All that was necessary to do was to divide the | 
land already prepared and the additional acreage to be prepared in the 
spring into two portions, one area to be seeded to wheat and the other to | 
oats, with some provision for a small plot for vegetables for household use. 
In those days there were one or two standard yarieties of wheat and oats 
and all the farmer had to plan in advance was which of these he would 
seed, and when the spring came to go ahead and seed it. Having done 
this, his chances of reaping a fair crop yielding him a reasonable return 
for his labor were pretty good. 

But those days are gone and probably gone forever. Down the cor- 
ridor of the past two decades, the problem of what to raise and how much} 
of it has become more complex with each succeeding year, and to-day the 
question bristles with so many complications and ramifications as to re- 
quire the wisdom of a Solomon and the acumen of the proverbial Philadel- 
phia lawyer, plus the insight of a skilful prognosticator if a reasonably 
satisfactory answer is to be the outcome. 

If the farm operator in the prairie provinces wants to eliminate the 
gamble from his coming season's activities, he must not only be an experi- 
enced tiller of the soil and’ husbandman, but he also needs to be a student, 
a scientist, an economist and a meteorological expert. In other words he 
must achieve the unattainable. 

When preparing his plans for the year’s work the farmer not only has 
to take into consideration the condition of his land, the state of its suit- 
ability and preparedness for various types of crops, the probable availability 
of the kind of seed he would like to sow, the nature and extent of the haz- 
ard to which various crops and varieties may be subjected to deterioration 
and loss by insect pests and diseases, the probable effect of prospective 
weather conditions on those crops, the availability of nutriment in the soil 
required by different types of crops, the probable demand for the resultant 
yield in the local and world markets but many other factors which, for lack) 
of space, must be dismissed in the auctioneer’s phrase ‘‘too numerous to 
mention”, ; 

Many of these questions the farmer, because of his own circumstances 
and local conditions must decide for himself with very little assistance from | 
outside sources, but fortunately there is aid available for him in his efforts; 
to weigh probabilities and prospects of the effect of market trends, market 
conditions, national policies and to some extent even of international situ- | 
ations and relations on his intended activities, but even the information | 
available on these factors can only be a guide, subject as they are and! 
more particularly in recent years, to great and rapid fluxes. | 


One of the most valuable of these guides, entitled “The Agricultural 
Situation and Outlook, 1936"’ has just been issued by the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture with the co-operation of the department of trade and | 
commerce. The information it contains is compiled by the sub-committee | 
on the agricultural outlook of the National Advisory Committee on Agri- | 
cultural Services. 

The government pamphlet contains a careful and concise survey of | 
agricultural conditions as they existed in Canada in 1935, together with) 
industrial conditions as they affected agriculture, beneficially and adversely, 
and the prospective position of agriculture for 19386, including some specific | 
conclusions which cannot fail to be of material aid to every farmer who 
reads it. . | 

As the foreword to this 52-page bulletin says: ‘This annual review of| 
the position of Canadian agriculture contains basic information which will | 
assist farmers in planning their business operations in 1936. It is, of course, | 
impossible to take into consideration drastic changes in international| 
affairs which might develop before the close of the year. The report, how- 
ever, presents an analysis of the factors most likely to affect farm income} 
in the coming year.” 

A particularly valuable feature of the report is the summarized con- 
clusions published by thé sub-committee with respect to each of the im- 
portant cereal grains and the several divisions of livestock, together with 
the reasons which lead up to these conclusions. 

One who reads the bulletin cannot fa il to be impressed with the fact 
that, generally speaking, the position of agriculture has shown improve- 
ment in the past year and that the factors in support of further improve- 
ment in 1936 are material, but it should be pointed out that the farmer who)! 
is carefully and intelligently studying the situation is the farmer who is | 
in the best position to take advantage of this prespective continuing up-' 
ward trend. | 

The pamphlet should be in the hands of every farmer in the prairie) 
provinces and is worthy of study by all who are interested in the welfare} 
of agriculture in the west and that means every citizen of the three proy-| 
inces,
